Cincinnati. O.. Novem)>er 14. — The Latonia meet 
ing which closed today was a successful one from 
the point of view of clean racing, and it afforded 
some little remuneration to the club over expenses. 
The contention with the State Racing Commission 
over tin* method of betting to l»e used injured the 
meeting greatly at the outset. Until the matter was 
taken into the courts rumors were current of possible 
raids by the state militia. Doubts were entertained 
as to whether tin* meeting would continue a week or 
not. All ihis had an effeet. not only upon the 
public which supports the sport but upon horsemen 
and I K*ok makers also, and it had the tendency to 
prevent the meeting from l>eing what normally 
would have been the best held in the west in many 
years. Kentuckians want racing, and hopefulness is 
felt that the present tangle will lx* arranged satis- 
factorily in the end. 

The getaway was a cheerless one. not only on 
account of the wintry weather hut because of the 
fact that many horsemen did not know what to do 
or where to g<> under existing circumstances. Many 
of them are still hopeful that in spite of uncertainty 
the situation in New Orleans may clear and that 
tlierc Is more than an even chance of the reopening 
of Oak lawn at Hot Springs after the tirst of the 
year. Many owners find little prospect in taking 

their horses to the coast, where they will meet 
high-elnss performers, nor after a failure last winter 
do they look any t<*> favorably oa the Havana 
project. Some 200 or 300 horses will la* left over 
after shipments to racing centers have been made. 
Some of these will remain here and the remainder 
will seek other winter quarters, such as Louisville. 
Nashville. Hot Springs ami Little Rock. 

With a model ate card, badly depleted by scratches, 
today’s racing was only ordinary. The track was so 
deep ami sticky that even the most expert students 
of mud form were at a loss to locate winners. Only 
two favorites were successful. Apt and Estella 
The lKoks had the better of the argument so far as 
tlie speculation was concerned. The card had been 
arranged to give chances to non-winners at the meet- 
ing and. not only were good-class horses lacking, 
but s«cutehes were numerous. The fourth race, 
which promised to afford the best contest of the 
afternoon, lost in attractiveness through tlo* with- 
drawal of E. R. Bradley’s Black Mary, which re

meeting lietween this pair of mini runners had been 
looked forward to as likely to provide an enjoyable 
race. 

Two favorites. Apt and Estella were returned 
winners. Both of these appeared to be l»est in the 
going and both were strongly fancied. Some doubt 
was entertained as to whether the Corrigan filly 
would come right back after her good performance 
of yesterday, when she beat a fair band easily. But 
she settled all that decisively, as she ran away 
from her opponents at will in the stretch and won as 
her rider pleased. Estella C. did not fare quite so 
well, hut she landed the last purse handily. 'Hie 
victory of Aimee C. over Cloisteress was attended 
by chagrin on the part of the owners of the former, 
who failed to back their mare under the impression 
that she could not run well iu the going. From an 
opening of 2 to 1 she receded fast until 7 to 1 was 
offered in spots at post time. She displayed the 
most speed from the start, made a show' of her 
oppouents and won in a common canter. 

Discussing the Latonia meeting. John Hach- 
meister said: “While the present meeting was not 

a money-making one, we did not lose anything. 
Had the present embroglio with the Racing Commis- 
sion not Cropped up it might have been the most 
successful fall meeting ever held here, but tlie 
continued talk of a possible shut down and that 
armed force would probably be a factor, kept many 
bookmakers and race followers from making the 
journey from other points. It seems to be a pity 
that smooth relations cannot be maintained consider- 
ing that we are fighting the same cause, namely, 
restrictive reform tendencies on the part of a minor- 
ity desirous of endangering the thoroughbred industry 
in this state.”

CORRIGAN TO SELL ALL OF HIS HORSES. 



Lexington. Ky.. November 14. — It is possible that 
Edward Corrigan will never race another horse. The 
doughty old turfman means to dispose of every 
thoroughbred be owns and expects that by the first 
of January his farm will be entirely rid of them, 
and that also by the beginning of the year be will 
have found a buyer for his place of 500 acres on 
the Bowman’s Mill Road, near this city. At the 
beginning of this week Mr. Corrigan had disposed of 
ail his horses with the exception of the imported 
stallions McGee. Marta Santa. Ormlcant and Sciu- 
tillant II.. forty-two mares, thirty-six weanlings 
and something like a dozen head; in training at 
Latonia. 

Mr. Corrigan issued today a catalogue of all his 
horses. “I propose to sell the stallions, mares and 
weanlings privately and as speedily ns possible.” 
said he. “but if I find between now and tlie tirst of 
December that I will be unable to get rid of them 
privately It is my intention to offer them at auction, 
possibly immediately following the Fasig-Tipton 
Company’s Kentucky sale, the last week in this 
month. I am fond of horses and I enjoy the sport 
of racing, and if I had no other interests demanding 
my time and attention I would continue as an owner.

The time has come when 
the proprietary interest in race tracks shall not bo 
identified with the bookmaking or other form of 
betting on those tracks, or by interest in the owner- 
ship of any horses running on those tracks and so 
the time has come for me to part with my horses.” 

The only horse that will not be sold by Mr. Corri- 
gan is the famous old racer and sire. Riley. Mr. 
Corrigan has presented him. to the Kentucky Breed- 
ing Bureau, with the understanding that lie is not 
to be sold under any circumstances, and that he is 
to have a good home until he dies. Accordingly, he 
will ship him this week to Dr. Thomas at Bards- 
town. Ky.. Mr. Murphy, at London. Ky.. deciding 
that all conditions in the mountain country would 
not be suited to the location of the old horse there. 

Mr. Wbeateroft will ship from here to Los An- 
geles Monday a car of horses ready for racing, in- 
cluding his recent purchases. Miss Sain. Elizabeth 
Harwood, Alma Dufour, French Cook and Wool- 
winder. Altogether Mr. Wheatcroft has made sixty- 
four nominations to the stakes to be decided in the 
coming winter at Santa Anita Park. The stallions 
and mares purchased by Mr. Wlieateroft at Colonel 
Young’s sale are still at McGrathiana Farm, their 
owner having as yet made no arrangements for their 
location here. He very likely will take a lease on 
that part of the Haggin estate known as the Briar 
Hill Farm. If he fails to trade for this place it 
mar be that he will go either to La Belle or Wood- 
burn Farm. 

Alma Dufour Is now seven years old and in her 
five seasons on the turf she has established a trulv 
remarkable record, one that entitles her to be classi- 
fied with the ‘‘iron horses” In racing. Up to Novem- 
ber 1 of this year she has started in 130 races, won 
41. been second 34 times and third 26 times, being 
unplaced only 29 times. 

There is little doing at the Kentucky Association 
course these days. There are about 100 horses at 
the track, but they are getting only light excreise. 
A few here are going slowly in anticipation of ric-. 
ing at either New Orleans or Hot Springs.

COMMISSION TO EIGHT TO A FINISH. 

Lexington. Ky., November 14. — Messrs. J. P. 
Cbinn, E. F. Clay. Milton Young and Louis des 
Cognets of the State Racing Commission, met with 
Attorney General Breathit and attorneys Lewis Me- 
Quown, J. C. W. Beckham and Morgan Chinn here this 
afternoon and prepared affidavits to controvert those 
filed by the Latonia Jockey Club in the case attack- 
ing the constitutional right of the commission to 
prescribe methods under which betting may be done 
on race tracks in this state. The affidavits will be 
filed in the circuit court at Covington during the 
coming week. The commission has decided to prose- 
cute the light to a finish, which means that the case 
will go to the Court of Appeals and the attorneys 
today expressed themselves as being entirely confi- 
dent that the decision will be to the favor of the 
commission. 

Cars were set on the siding at Elmendorf Farm 
tonight for twenty-eight thoroughbred mares, which 
are to leave for England Monday to l>e sold in the 
December sales.

POSSIBLE LEGISLATION IN CALIFORNIA. 

Concerning any attack against racing in California 
that may be made in the next session of the Cali- 
fornia legislature, the Los Angeles Evening News, 
speaking editorially, has the following to say: 

“Without a doubt the question will be given a 
thorough hearing at the forthcoming session of the 
legislature. The sentiment in southern California, 
outside of Los Angeles, is probably against racing. 
In this citv there is a large and influential element 
that is in favor of racing. The argument of these 
people is that the opening of the track brings thou- 
sands of men to Los Angeles and that helps the 
hotel business, the restaurant business, the sale of 
clothing and. in fact, fosters retail trade generally. 

“In and around Saw Francisco the sentiment is 
favorable to racing, so much so that we would not 
be surprised to see the next legislature adopt some 
sort of compromise measure by which racing will 
go on in the bay district as ever, under terms that 
will make racing elsewhere in California an impossi- 
bility.” 

GOOD OLD TIMER JOHN HUGGINS. 

John Huggins, trainer for H. B. Duryea. Is living 
quietly at Sheepshead Bay. Huggins is one of the 
old-time trainers and has been successful on both 
sides of the water. He is a thorough horseman and 
studies his charges’ peculiar likes and dislikes. He 
was the first trainer to introduce the custom of put- 
ting ponies, goats and dogs in the stables of nervous 
horses. Nowadays it is the usual thing to see a 
champion thoroughbred accompanied by a pony in 
his warming up gallops and he is the constant com- 
panion of the star around the stable. It is the in- 
tention of Mr. Huggins to take a hunting trip and 
he will go to his old home in Texas shortly, where 
he has a ranch of several hundred acres, well stocked 
with game. Huggins had a successful season during 
the current year, having saddled twenty-two winners, 
the winnings of which amounted to the sum of $28,- 
835.

Six yearlings, three of them 
by Emperor of Norfolk, and the last of that good 
animal’s get. are nominated for next year’s two- 
year-old events, along with one colt by Cruzados and 
a colt and a filly by Amigo. 

WINNING SIRE LISTS OF TWO YEARS. 

Some Striking Changes Wrought in the Comparative 
Tables of Last Year and This. 

An analysis of the list of winning sires for 1908 
op to November 1, as compared with the list for the 
same time in 1907, shows that seven new numes ap- 
pear in the list, while naturally ns many have been 
crowded out from that of last year. The names in 
the 190S list not shown in that of 1907 are: Ogden. 

Disguise. Fatherless, Ben Brush. Planudes, Mazagan 
and Sandringham. Thos^ that were in the 1907 list 
and not in that for 190S are: Yankee, Golden Gar- 

ter. Sir Dixon. Collar. Kingston. Belvidere and Royal 
Flush III. It was a long jump from no mention 
last year to second place on the 1908 list, but an 
easy one for Ogden when he had two such colts as 
Sir Martin and Fayette racing for him. Disguise 
bolds third place through the prowess of the Fu- 
turity winner, Mnskette, and the fleet Helmet. 
Trance. Besom and Wedding Bells earned a place 
for Ben Brush, while Sandringham reached the roll 
of honor through the efforts of Angelus and Royal 
Tourist. 

In 1907 Golden Garter held seventh place by rea- 
son of the money won by two such sterling horses 
as Charles Edward and Jim Gaffney. Collar, the 
great English stallion, which is represented in var- 
ious parts of the world by many sterling racers, 
was accorded a place on the 1907 list through the 
brilliant achievements of one horse. Frank Gill. 
Belvidere owed the position which he held last year 
to the efforts o* his best sou, Salvidere, which won 
more than .$40,000. 

Commando, now dead, the leading sire last year 
by virtue of the winnings of his mighty son. the 
unconquerable Colin, relinquished this honor to Hast- 
ings, which was accomplished mainly through the 
agency of the great Fair Play. 

The difference in the amount of money won by 
the leading sires of 1907 and 1908 reaches the large 
sum of $249, 031. This is accounted for by the de- 
claring off this year of so many valuable stakes and 
the. reduction of purses in general on the New York 
tracks, made necessary by hostile legislation.

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LEADING ENGLISH TURF FEATURES. 

Colin. Hakes a Good Impression on Critics — Chief 
Winning: Owners. Horses and Sires. 

Txwidon, Knsr.. October 29. — The American Jockey. 
Winnie O’Connor, has shown by his riding since he 
Joft Germany and went to France, where he will now 
settle down, that he has returned to his old form, 
lie won a couple of r^ees. and the ovation he re- 
vived at Le Tremblav showed that he had not been 
forgotten by the public. He did not ride for the 
Messrs. Von Weinberg at Cologne, where the flat 
racing season in Germany came to a conclusion. 
Those gentlemen have, however, requested the Ger- 
man and other sporting papers to say that O’Connor 
bad retained all their confidence, and if they had 
preferred that Korb should ride for them at Vienna 
yind Cologne, it was after they had come to an 
mnderstanding. with their former jockey based on 
the fact that the horses representing the Niederrad 
^Stable at the two meetings in question had always 
shown better form under Korb than under O’Connor. 
The latter essayed to show his cross-country form at 
Cologne, where he rode Hahnepampel in the hurdle 
vace. but another horse falling in front of him 
lbrougbt him down. 

The Frankfort sportsmen are negotiating with the 
American jockey. J. Notter. to ride for them in lieu 
of O’Connor. Walker, when he goes home for his 
winter holiday, will endeavor to secure his services 
Tor the place vacated by O’Connor. 

Of the Keene. Whitney. Hitchcock. Duryea and 
Melmont English shipment, which arrived safely in 
London, the Sportsman of October 26 says: 

“The horses arrived in excellent condition and 
nverc quickly and safely entrained yesterday for their 
•several desti nations. Mr. Whitney’s horses will he 
trained under the care of A. J. Joyner at Ballaton 
Lodge. Newmarket, and presumably he will continue 
-in charge of Priscillian and Antaeus. 

“The star of the party is. it is needless to say. 
Colin, the three-year-old champion of America, which 
has not yet been defeated, although he has not l»een 
seen in public for four months. Colin is a colt of 
ranch quality and looks the high-class race horse all 
over. Unfortunately, his training operations have 
been in abeyance as a result of bowed tendons, but 
lie is now stated to be all right again in that par- 
ticular; still, it Is to be feared that even under the 
expert care of Sam Darling, a recrudescence of the 
old trouble will assert, itself when the winding up 
process entails hard work and thus deprive the 
horse-loving public of an opportunity of seeing the 
colt pitted against the best class of horses we can 
produce in this country. It is impossible to adjudge 
n horse’s points when wearing clothing, including 
bandages, hut as Colin emerged from the gangway 
sind walked through the sheds to the loose box 
Awaiting him a cursory glance gave the impression 
that he is not as deop in heart room as might 1 h> 
desired. In other respects but little fault could be 
found. He was on his toes, in capital fettle, and it 
look trusted employes on each side to lead him 
through the goods warehouse. The colt has negoti- 
ated successfully a mile and a quarter, but lias not 
yet had an opportunity of proving himself to ho a 
genuine stayer. It is understood that, failing to 
stand a searching preparation next spring, his ser- 
vices will l»e available in another direction in Eng- 
land. His stable companion. Ballot, looks as if he 
could carry a ton of weight, and should have a sue. 
cessful career in high-class handicaps next year. 
He lias not been defeated this season ami has always 
been allotted top weight. 

“In Priscillian Mr. August Belmont lias a first- 
class three -year old which, like Ballot, has not 
suffered defeat this year, and it is more than likely 
that lie is far superior to Noruian III. His stable 
companion remained over one week longer in America j 
to run in a $5,000 weight-forage race. but. to the 
surprise of every one at the Belmont Park race 
course, lie was defeated, with heavy odds laid on 
lilm. 

“A. J. Joyner has a nice string of yearlings, with 
t lie best of legs and feet. They are in splendid con- 
dition and nicely bred. Joyner is well and favorably 
known as a trainer and should lie quite an acquisition 
to Newmarket. 

“Mr. Reid Walker’s high-priced foals will im- 
prove considerably in appearance in another month 
or so. At present they are not quite lip to the mark. I 



hut these babies have traveled all the way from 
Kentucky and no doubt will soon make the custom- 
ary progress after such a trying trip. It is stated 
that together they were purchased for $9,000. 

“Mr. Duryea’s horses in training, after wintering 
in France, will return to England and fulfill their 
engagements. Mediant, by Meddler, out of Ballan- 
trae. is a smart little youngster.” 

Following upon the news of the purchase of Adam 
for the Kisber Stud of Hungary for $57,535 comes 
intelligence of the sale of Agha (own brother to 
Ajax and Adain, by Flying Fox. out of Amie. by 
Clamart), to Fount Lehndorff for the German Gov- 
ernment. Agha, which was foaled in 1905, has in 
his two seasons on the turf won five races out of 
eight, his winnings amounting to. roughly, something 
over $15,000. The Sportsman says of the sale: “It 
is said that Count Lehndorff. not having bought 
Adam, had shown himself content with his brother. 
Agha, which has been purchased by the Prussian 
Minister of Commerce and Agriculture for the Gra- 
ditz Stud. Agha will be found very useful, as he 
is one of the very best milers we liave seen out this 
year.” 

Rumor has it that Baron Uechtritz. who had 
visited the stud of Mr. W. K. Vanderbilt and had 
asked that a price be put on the wearer of the dual 
crown. Maintenon, had been told that nothing under 
$200. (XM) would buy him. Considering the price paid 
for Flying Fox was under that amount, and that 
Maintenon hardly proved himself the best of his 
year, there is little fear of bis finding his way across 
the frontier to Hungary. 

The purchase of Adam by Baron Uechtritz for tbe 
Hungarian Government has probably opened a fresh 
era in the annals of Hungarian sport. Breeders are 
aware of the responsibility entailed by securing 
such a sire as the son of Flying Fox and Amie. 
Count J. Csekoics has proposed that the Hungarian 
Jockey Club should set aside twenty per cent, of its 
net profits for the purpose of importing good and ap- 
proved broodmares. 

Rumors from Belgium lead to the conclusion that 
the Minister of Justice will seek further to affirm 
the authority of the Jockey Club should it lie nec- 
essary for him to go to the Chamber of Deputies 
for the purpose of establishing firm legislation re- 
specting the turf. The highest legal authority 
seeks to leave the question at issue to the Jockey 
Club, although not inclined to permit the race lottery 
as practiced in Fiance to be introduced into Belgium. 
He lias seen from the papers that even the Japanese 
Government lias set its face against the “totaliza- 
tor” and, like most sensible men. Mr. Keukiu 
desires to discriminate between betting and gam- 
bling. From all accounts, lie is credited with a de- 
sire to go even further, and prevent the code from 
lieing interpreted in favor of the man who finds 
parting such sweet sorrow, and who. though “touch 
ing” with pleasure when lie wins, pleads the gam- 
bling act when his creditor seeks to induce him to 
“weigh in.” The only condition required for an 
action to lie for the recovery of a wager is that 
the wager should have been made between men 
having a knowledge of horse racing. The turf 
should, in his opinion, be assimilated to transactions 
on ’change, and not be hampered by any exceptional 
restrictions. Belgium may thus read a lesson to 
other European countries where “faddists” have 
been permitted to interfere in matters lieyond their 
ken and magistrates on the bench have been ini 
pressed with the maudlin plea of eaeh petty filcher 
that lietting was the cause of his departure from 
the straight road. 

The death is reported in Ireland of Blairflnde. 
tlie third produce of that wonderful broodmare. Mor 
ganette. Sired by Kendal, he was brother to Gal tee 
More and half-brother to Aid Patrick. He belonged 
to the late Mr. John Guhbins, who was a great lie 
liever in Blairfimle's future, and when Galtee More 
was building so great a reputation an offer of $50.- 
(>oo for the older horse was declined. Blairflnde 
never fully realized nntieipations at tin* stud, though 
he sired many good winners, including Demure 
(winner of the Cesarewitch i . Revenue (winner of 
the Duke of York Stakes). Dibs. Port Blair. Moun- 
tain Rose. St. Hubert. Ritchie. Lapsaug. Blue 
Streak ami F incastle. 

Cinderella, the dam of Hastings and Plaudit, was I 
bred iii England by Sir William Throckmorton and 
was sold at Tattersalls’ in London for $105. 



VICTORIA DERBY WON BY ALAWA. 

Tbe Victoria Derby was decided over the famous 
Flemlngton race course at Melbourne. Australia. 
October 31. before tbe usnal great concourse of 
people, and was won by Mr. M. Gordon’s bay or 
brown colt, Alawa. Mr. C. Jefferie’s bay colt. Parsce. 
running second, and Mr. J. Mayo’s bay colt. Lord 
Nolan, third. Trafalgar. Wa-ila. The Brewer. Demo- 
lition. Monobel and Mother Goose ran unplaced. 
Alawa was at 2 to 1 in the betting and. running the 
mile ami a half in 2:35*. finished easing up two and 
a half lengths in front of Parsee, the latter being 
tbe winner of the Australian Derby about a month 
previously. The Victoria Derby is a sweepstakes of 
$125 each, with $ 10,000 added. 

Alawa was bred by J. and W. Thompson at 
Wididen. New South Wales, and sold as a yearling 
for $1,900. Last year he started In seven races, 
of which he won the last two, a nursery sweepstakes 
of $1,500. at three-quarters, and the Select Stakes, 
of $2,000. at seven-eighths, over the Flemlngton 
track. His success in the I>erbv interested Aus- 
tralian breeders, because it was the first success of 
a descendant of St. Simon in such a high-class Aus- 
tralian event.
